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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges the amended claims filed on April 6, 2009. Claim 4 
has been amended. Claims 1-3, 6-11, 13-25, 27 and 29 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4, 5, 12, 26, 28, 30 and 31 (Renumbered as 1-7 respectively) are 
allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

4. Regarding claim 4 (Renumbered as 1), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, a front mounting point for attaching the 
first mounting assembly, and a bottom rear mounting point for attaching to a second 
mounting assembly, the second mounting assembly adapted to support the network 
video camera upright on a flat surface. 

5. Regarding claim 26 (Renumbered as 4), the main reason for indication of 
allowable subject matter is because the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, 
including all the elements of the present claim, a second mounting point at an upper 
rear portion of the low profile camera housing for attaching to a second mounting 
assembly; and a third mounting point at a lower rear portion of the low profile camera 
housing for attaching to a third mounting assembly.
